Superman leaps State 
Championship — 


in a single bound

LONG BEACH, CAL., MAY 8 


“Superman” Dave Aldana halted 
the thundering assault of eight 
fellow Californians placing their 
bids on the line for the California 


State Indoor Short Track Cham- 
pionship title. Aldana may well 
have won the race, but Dave 
Hansen stole the show with some 
holeshot expertise that drove the 
starters up the walls: 

Short track racing is not new to the 
Long Beach arena although a decade has 
gone by since the polished concrete oval 
last. quivered under the pulsing 
vibrations of WFO throttle play. A 
sparse crowd of 3,000 fans turned out 


for probably their first, and maybe their 
last, glimpse of “Short Track King” 
Darryl Hurst, David “Bubba” Rush, 
National Champ Gary Scott, brother 
Hank and current Camel Pro series 
leader Rick Hocking on the tight slick 
indoor track. A glimpse is just about the 
way it went as each heat proved to be 
faster than the previous one. 

The red flag made its appearance so 
frequently that you almost came to 
expect it as over eagerness played a 
whopping role in the racing game plan. 





The first turn would draw the line 
between leaders and also-rans in most 
cases and nobody wanted to give an 
inch in either direction. 

Novice heats and semi 

Four heats of Novice action started 
the evening off with the five fastest 
riders in each heat moving on to the 
semi and the top two semi finishers 
bought their tickets to the main event. 
Tony Alves (Yam) set fastest qualifying 
time at 9.24, followed by Randy 
Mamola, Yamaha’s future hopeful star, 
clocking in at 9.26. Only tenths of a 
second separated the following eight 
riders. 

Tim McWhorter (Bul) sent the first 
Novice semi flying as he dived into the 
first turn on the seat of his pants. On 
the restart Rick Delacy (Yam) was sent 
to the penalty line and Doug Davenport 
shot out front as the gang took off. 
Frank Borba pressed hard, found the 
door open and quickly slammed it shut 
in Davenport’s face. Delacy worked his 
way through the pack to finish third 
with Tim McWhorter gnawing at his rear 
ture. 

Randy Mamola. and Mark Murray 
warmed up the penalty line in the next 
semi but Mamola was lucky enough to 
work his way up to the last transfer 
position by the end of the race. Murray 
didn't make it. Tony Alves circled the 
oval smoothly as Don Grigsby (Yam) 
gently nudged him along. 

Jr./Ex. heats and semi 


The pace of elimination stepped up as 
the stars took over. The pressure was on 





from the very beginning as Jimmy 
Odom,. astride a Moto-Villa, replaced 
Bobby Sanders before he even had a 
chance to slide out. Veteran Al Kenyon 
grabbed the first heat after a restart 
caused by Gene Romero who tilted too 
far left and headed for the hay bales. 

Steve Eklund found himself on the 
penalty line instead of the pole in the 
next heat but worked his way up to 
fourth as Rob Morrison slid on home 
for the win. 

Dave Hansen, on a surprisingly quick 
Husky, breathed life into the round 
about routine as the next heat gave the 
fans what they had paid to see. Holding 
the pole position, he relinquished it 
quickly as his front tire rolled out front 
too soon. As the flag dropped he shot 
from the penalty line to fourth in one 
quick swoop. John Hateley and Darrył 
Hurst went down and a restart was 
called. Hansen, on the second try, 
recoiled again from the back of the pack 
into second at the first turn. But the 
officials wouldn't buy it. No one, not 
even Hansen could be that quick 
without some sort of jump start. It was 
back to the line again for a third chance 
at the elusive start. Gennai finally got 
things off smoothly and finished up 
with the win. Hansen’s incredulous 
journey through the pack netted him a 
second as the fans came alive in 
appreciation. 

Smooth as silk, Rick Hocking led the 
final and fastest heat of the evening, 
leaving no doubt in anyone’s mind as to 
his ability on any type of surface. 

Rob Morrison survived the first semi 











for the win followed by Hansen who 
had started out, as usual, on the third 
rów. Gary Scott, Gleason and Romero 
rounded out the first five finishers. 
Gennai led off in the next semi and 
Aldana closed in on Hateley sending 
him skittering off the pace. Hateley 
regrouped immediately and aimed 
directly for Aldana in retaliation, 
sending him sprawling across the arena. 
Gennai carried on unobtrousively for 
the win, followed by Hank Scott, Bob 
Scally, Al Kenyon and Steve Eklund. 


Mains 

Rick Delacy immediately took 
control of the action in the Novice 
main. Charging into the lead from the 
second row, he set the pace and didn't 
relent in a quick follow the leader 
parade of left handers. Tony Alves 
picked off Doug Davenport for second 
and Mamola slid out on the last lap. 
Mamola walked out of the arena 
seriousły unhappy due to his dead last 
finish. 

Morrisoh, Gennai, Hansen, Scally and 
Gary Scott scrunched together on the 
front row while Kenyon, Gleason, Hank 
Scott, Romero and Eklund eagled-eyed 
the starter from the second row of the 
Junior/Expert combined. All ten riders 
hit the first turn at once and Gleason 
started a chain reaction fender bender 
that sent half the infamous field of 
national riders gropping for stopping 
power that didn’t exist on the slippery 
surface. Everyone picked up the pieces 
and returned to the start for a second

chance at the “after you Alphonse” first 
turn. 

Gennai gunned his Bultaco into the 
lead and Morrison slipped into second, 
leaning so far left only his elbows held 
him up. Scally and Hansen picked their 
lines through the maze and moved up 
into the few open spaces. As the pack 
circled the arena, merry-go-round 
fashion, Hansen again- asserted his 
roller-ball style and moved into third 
leaving Scally behind with Hank Scott 
pushing for every inch. In two minutes 
and 16 seconds the 15 lap main came to 
an abrupt halt. Gennai hadn’t missed a 
beat. Morrison followed suit as Dave 
Hansen hauled in for third and Al 
Kenyon held on to fourth. Bob Scally, 
Hank Scott, Gene Romero, Steve 
Eklund, John Gleason and Gary Scott 
rounded out the concrete action. 

State Championship 

Aldana and Hocking rocketed off the 
line and into the lead of the 
Championship as Eklund, Hansen, 
Kenyon, Morrison, Miller and Scally 
sorted things out. Eklund slid out and 
Hocking dropped out with a painful 





knee injury. Aldana took command as 
the freight train strung out, pressured 
by Kenyon and Morrison. Hansen held 
true to his previous spectacular 
showings and bombed his way through 
the pack to second on the last lap.

Ascot weekly half-miles 
to go CMC 


GARDENA, CAL., MAY 10 

After negotiating unsuccessfully with AMA over a pilot program to revitalize 
weekly AMA pro racing at the venerable oval, Ascot promoter J.C. Agajanian 
announced that beginning Friday, May 21, the weekly pro series will be run 
under Continental Motosports Club (CMC) sanction. At this writing, the 
change is not expected to affect the scheduled running of Ascot's two Camel 
Pro Series AMA Nationals — the August 7 TT and the October 9 half mile — 
under the AMA tent. 

Aggie, on April 30, had written District Referee Chubb Kellam a 10-point 
pilot program proposal to pass on to AMA in Westerville. The impasse 
developed over the promoter’s request to use a portion of the back-gate 
money (rider and mechanic’s entry fees) to purchase his own insurance 
package, rather than the AMA’s contractually-required “standard” pro 
insurance. 

Other key points in the proposal, 
acceptable: 

1) There would be three mains and a trophy dash regardless of entry. A 
short Expert entry would be filled by seeding the fastest-qualifying Juniors, 
in whatever number necessary to guarantee a full 15-man feature Main, into 
the Expert program. The remaining Juniors would run their own class 
pro 

2) The main event purse would be distributed as an Expert purse in a 
“standard” program. Junior and Novice purses would maintain at current 
percentage levels. Juniors would earn advancement points regardless of which 
program they ran in. 

3) The promoter would have been allowed to determine jointly with the 
referee the number, duties, and compensation of race officials. 

Now, with no agreement between promoter and AMA on the full proposal, 
a CMC program will be run instead, with two divisions —an Expert Division 
for current AMA Juniors and Experts on 750s, and a Novice Division 
compatible with current AMA Novices. Skip Van Leeuwen and Sammy 
Tanner will aid in planning the details of the weekly CMC shows. 

The CMC insurance program benefits automatically accrue to any 
CMC-licensed rider. These include a $5,000 death benefit; a $100-deductible 
medical benefit that will pay 100% of all hospital, surgical and doctor bills 
over $100 and up to a $5,000 limit; and a 26-week, $40 per week 
unemployment compensation that begins the second week of disability due 
to an accident.

Gary Jones upsets Howerton at Lake Whitney

Dark horse Gary

triumphant over some of the more 
flamboyant Texas MX stars today 
at ram-soaked Lake Whitney Cycle 


Ranch, grabbing the lead from Kent 
Howerton in the final straightaway to 
win the 250 Expert class. The special 
$5,000 Mother’s Day van-in, c&w 
concert and motocross race drew nearly 
400 entries from everywhere, from the 
humblest mini to the mightiest AMA 
stars, with all three Expert classes 
running over the 40 rider limit. 


Promoter Harvey Evans shelled out 
expense-paid trips for two to Las Vegas 
to the winners of all twelve classes, plus 
giant trophies and ornamental jade trees 
to the Amateur classes, and for most, it 
was well worth the twenty bucks a head 
to enter. 

The motos ran extra long the first 
round, but were cut down somewhat for 





the finals. No one complained, though. 
The course dug monsterous whoops 
everywhere, and the afternoon’s steady 
light drizzle did a good job of clogging 
all eyes with sand. 


The 250 Expert rounds held the 
highest interest, with the decision 
coming right down to the wire in both 
motos. As expected, the cream rose to 
the surface after a couple of laps in the 
madhouse first moto, with Husqvarna’s 
Kent Howerton and Steve Wise, out on 
a Suzuki, pulling away from early leader 
Gary Jones on the developing Ammex 
machine. The torturous sweeper after 
the white flag saw Howerton and Wise 
rubbing axles in the whoops. As if the 
rug were pulled out, they both slammed 
to the ground simultaneously. Kent 
bounced up and got underway just 
before Jones came by, but Wise got up 
slowly to finish ninth.

Bimbo goes for it but Heikki proves invincible

before the Belgian Easter Trophy 


building Jim a Bultaco GP engine. 
(Since the factory was on strike, 
they had little choice.) Jim used 
the reed-valved re-ported motor to 


grab the holeshot in both motos of the 
Belgian 250 GP. He has seldom, if ever, 
looked as fast. When it was all over, 
however, the irresistible, devouring drive 
Mikkola had resulted in 
another Grand Prix victory, further 
strengthening the Finn’s grip on the lead 
in the 250 class. Reigning World Champ 
Harry Everts was second overall with a 
very strong pair of rides that, except for 
the presence of Mikkola, should have 
been good for the win. 

When the gate dropped for the first 
moto, Jim’s concentration and 
confidence in the bike paid off. He 
came into the first lefthander a good 
bike length ahead of Jaroslav Falta (CZ) 
and Raymond Boven (Mon). Before the 






there came a terrible crash as Raymond 
Boven got on his front wheel and was 
hit from behind. Three or four bikes 
went tumbling. When the pack had 
finished running over everybody — or 
missing them best they could in the dust 
— Boven wasn’t moving. French rider 
Ollier (Mai) was scurrying for the side of 
the track dragging his leg. Raymond was 
stretchered to the first aid station. The 
works Montesa looked like it had been 
twisted in a giant vise and then 
munched. 

Pomeroy led rapidly if raggedly for 
10 minutes. Until Falta came into the 
second turn even more out of control 
and bopped Bimbo and Bultaco with a 
new CZ. Jim highsided and lost 10 
positions before finding neutral and 
re-starting the bike. The order had 
suddenly become Falta, Hakan 
Andersson (Mon), Thorlief Hansen 
(Kaw), Vladimir Kavinov (KTM), Harry

Mikkola had come away from the start 
about eighth but was immediately on 
the move. 

Within six laps, Heikki was up to 
second place, getting past Hakan with 
surprising ease. Kavinov played 
bumpercars with Thorlief Hansen until 
he forced the Swede off the track. It 
seemed all of the Czech and Russian 
riders had started this GP with the 
notion that motocross was a contact 


sport. Pomeroy came up on Kavinov, 


who is the KTM secret weapon with 
good reason — he’s fast, and managed to 
get by him after a brief, intense two-lap 
duel. Falta, Mikkola, Andersson and 
Everts moved away quickly together. 


Joel Robert (Puc) was moving up 
very steadily from a poor start and 
Gaston Rahier (Suz) was flying through 
the pack after crashing on the first lap 
and restarting dead last. Gaston was 
riding this 250 GP just to show he could 
and was required, under FIM rules, to 
start from the back row for no points. 
As you’ve probably figured out by now, 
there were seven current or former 
World Champions starting in this GP: 
Everts, Moiseev, Andersson, Robert, 
Mikkola, Malherbe and Rahier. It was 
quite a talent pool. Riding in the 500 
Support class was another World 
Champion: Roger DeCoster. He won 
both motos of the Belgian National,“ 
lemonade race,” said Roger tater. 


With 35 miryqtes of the first moto 
gone, the order of the top 10 riders 






moved up into that category. Falta, 
looking very good in his first Grand Prix 
in nearly a year, held off Mikkola 
somehow, followed by Andersson, 
Everts, Maisch, Baborovsky (a transfer 
from the 125 class and riding a CZ 
like...crazy), Pomeroy,  Kavinov, 
Robert and Daniel Pean (Mai). 

With the two lap sign out; Everts 
blew past Hakan with a determined 
charge that was even more impressive on 
a course that offered few places to pass. 
It was all jumps and hairpins. 

Mikkola was putting super pressure 
on Falta but when he made his move to 
pass Falta at the ‘‘2 laps” sign, he laid 
down the Husky. He was up without 
losing position to Everts but Falta 
cruised home the winner in his first GP 
moto of 1976. 

Jim Pomeroy was very sore and 
limping after the first moto as was 
Raymond Boven (he had amnesia but 
was determined to start the second 
heat) and Joel Robert (Barborovsky had 
nailed him, badly bruising his throttle 
arm). Nobody really expected it but 
Bimbo blasted out of the gate the 
second time and into the first tum out 
front. Sylvain Geboers (Mai) was second 
and Harry Everts was third. 

By the end of the first lap, Hakan 
Andersson was up from sixth to second, 
displacing Geboers, who later retired — 
admitting to overwork and not having it 
together even though he is going faster 
than he has in two years. Mikkola was 
fourth at the start and fourth at the end

narrow course. 

Harry Everts was flat on the gas this 
second time out. He passed Hakan to 
take second — behind Pomeroy. Jaroslav 
Falta, who had been devastatingly quick 
in the first moto, was up to fifth. After 
four laps the order read Pomeroy, 
Everts, Andersson, Mikkola, Falta, 
Maisch, Rahier and a big gap back to 
eighth. 

Heikki kept on coming...up to 
third, getting past Hakan effortlessly 


this time when the 1973 World 
Champion had the carb come off his 
Montesa. Everts passed Pomeroy at the 
15-minute mark and the next lap, 
Mikkola chose a bumpy inside line — 
effectively catching Jim out of position 
— and went past him on a hairpin. He 
wasn’t going any faster; just different. 

Hakan had his goggles over the 
handlebars after he stuck the carb back 
in the cylinder and putted around to the 
pits. “No luck today.”

Joel Robert spent 6-7 laps getting 
blocked by Miroslav Halm (CZ) before he 
got by. Halm was being lapped but 
apparently had instructions to block for 
Falta. The CZ guys know what Joel can 
do. He fimally got past Halm and went 
after Kavinov. The Old Master was 
riding one of his better races of the year 
so far but was furious afterwards at the 
Czech riding tactics. 

As it seems to happen so often in 
Grands Prix, the pace set by the leaders 
results in the first three or four riders 
clearing off from everybody. In this 
second moto of the Belgian 250 GP, 
Everts, Mikkola, Pomeroy and Maisch 
opened up a sizeable gap on Gaston who 
had made it into the top five from the 
second row. “Difficult to win, I think, 
no?” he said. 

Just coming up to the end of the 
timed 40 minutes, Hans Maisch got past 


Pomeroy, putting Jim back to fourth. 
Gaston continued closing the gap on 
Jim, followed by Falta, Robert, 
Kavinov, Pean, Ovtchinnikov (KTM), 
Rolf Dieffenbach (Kramer-Maico), and 
Baborovsky. On the next lap, Mikkola 
took the lead away from Harry Everts 
and won the second moto two minutes 
20 seconds after that. That made it 
three wins and one second place for 
Heikki after four GP motos. And he is 
in complete control. ©

All the heats were good. In the 
Novice class, Eddie Lawson and his Bul 
won the first one as Randy Mamola 
(Yam) in his first try on the Ascot dirt, 
came right on up through the pack, 
feeling the track out and emerging with 
a transfer to the semi. 

The Novice Semi was just 
out-of-sight! No run away for anyone as 
the lead riders swapped places at least 
eight times with eventual winner Rod 
Spencer leading five different times as 
he, Dave Lujan, Jeff Kerr and Randy 
Mamola really had at it. 

The Trophy Dash went to Alex 
Jorgensen with a time of 1:09.40 
breaking Rex Beauchamp’s 1974 dash 
record of 1:09.67. He ran away with it 
obviously enjoying the good tacky track 
which was in perfect condition. 

Tim McWhorter gave Eddie Lawson 
some competition in the first few laps 
of the Novice Main. At one point he 
passed in the south turn going for the 
inside, but Lawson just turned it on, 
took back the lead and charged way. 
Mamola had his seat come off on lap 
three. 

Scott Pearson (H-D) got enough of a 
drop on the starter to cause a re-start of 
the Junior Main. Again he got the lead 
followed by Steve Fortune, Ted 
Davidson and Bob Murray. Davidson 
started worrying at Fortune but Steve 
remained cool and unflappable, finally 
getting by Pearson to win. Now 
Davidson and Pearson fought it out, 
often running side by side with Ted 
taking second. 

For Gary Scott, the first leg of the 
trip to the San Jose National began at 





Ascot. The road thus far this year has 
been all uphill for the current Grand 
National Champ who parted ways from 
Harley-Davidson at the end of last 
season. But Gary returned to his home 
track where it all started six years ago 
and found new fuel for the idea that 
maybe a guy can do without factory 
backing. 

The fans, representing the largest 
crowd of the season, were on hand to 
see the return of Scott and his meeting 
against some of his former fellow riders, 
plus Eklund and Jorgensen. Jorgensen 
got what was perhaps his best start ever 
in the final with an absolute perfect 
straight ahead power drive. He had 10 
lengths on the field going into the far 
turn on the first lap! 

Scott was running second, taking the 
turns. a) high and b) very high. Rob 
Morrison moved to third to challenge 
Scott on the second lap. Berry was not 
far behind. Allison was running near the 
wall on both ends and coming up fast in 
fourth. 

Tom Berry, the chubby kid that 
wears blue boots, got by Morrison near 
the midway point in the fracas, but only 
by inches. Allison was now right behind 
Morrison and it was all three right on 
Scott’s rear wheel, or right along side. 

Berry and Scott started trading 
second place going in and coming out of 
both turns. Before it was over second 
had changed hands no less than 19 
times! Scott looked superb on every lap 
coming out of the number two corner 
and onto the backstretch — gobs of 
horsepower. 


The brilliant first lap by Jorgensen 
gave him the win for the third time this 
season. Scott had to hold off Berry, 
who bounced all over the track the last 
five laps, trying to pass, and also 
Morrison and then Allison. 

After the race we asked Scott if he 
was really trying, or getting the track 
firmly planted in his mind for the 
October National? He just smiled and 
started talking about his broken left 
hand that is still on the mend. He said it 
went numb on him the last five laps, 
making it difficult to hold onto the 
bars. Asked if it was going to bother 
him on the mile, again he just smiled 
and said that he was not going up there 
to finish second. e

a road race

WILLOW SPRINGS, CAL., MAY 8-9 
Running against a CMC Saturday 
race at Riverside, the W/ERA 
organizers expected to take a 
financial bath on this Divisional/ 
Endurance points event; but they 
did as advertised, held the event, 
and paid out over $800 to riders 
over the two day weekend. To 
lessen the sting (by spreading it around) 
Race Director Lance Weil and the 
Rickey Racer flag crew .donated what 
would have been their wages (about 
$250) into the rider payout. 

After preliminary sprints and a 
Saturday GP final (won by Jim 
Vialovos), just six starters made the grid 
for the endurance race. Scott Clough led 
all but the last five laps, gaining three 
seconds a lap or more on the rest of the 
field. Just past three-quarter-distance,

he was muscling the bike into the 
left-hand turn three when “I just felt 
something drop down on the left...” 
It was his left handlebar, fractured at 
the root. Scott hung on, using the 
clutch as best he could, and continued 
to circulate at a safe speed, until the 
engine seized going into turn one. 
“Then it got kinda’ wild; it was all 
locked up, going for the edge, and I was 
trying to grab for some clutch and 
couldn't get anything ...’’ He saved it, 
dangling handlebar and all, and watched 
from the infield as the Fantasy Factory 
Suzuki 400 went on to win the race. 


It hadn’t been an easy cruise for the 
winner, either. Steve Carroll had started 
and worked the bike into third, about 
25 seconds back from Bob Crossman 
(Yam). Then Crossman broke, elevating 
the Suzuki into second prior to the rider 
change. About three laps out from the 
pits, the relief rider, braking deep into 
turn .three, felt his leathers grow 
suddenly cooler and smelled heavy gas 
fumes. The gascap had come away, and 
any hard braking was causing a regular 
fountain. So he, too, slowed to a safe 
speed until Clough’s difficulties brought 
out the “Go” pit signals, and the engine 
had drawn the fuel level down far 
enough to permit more aggressive riding. 


On Sunday, Bob. Tigert and John 
Chermak had come down from. the Bay 
Area, John to try out his 250 Yamaha 
against the 410 Production troops (he 
got a second overall behind Tigert, 
collecting first in class points for the 
effort) and his trusty 200 against the GP 
folk. But in 200 GP, it was Don 
MacMullen ona really sano 192cc Honda 
(which had begun life as a thoroughly 
ordinary Chicken Hawk) going all the 
way. 

In 250 GP, Harry Klinzmann, Mike 
Baeder and Dave Emde had been having 
some dynamite heat races, a 
continuation of their Riverside battle. 
In their final, however,  Baeder, 
attempting an outside pass in the hook 
of turn nine, crashed hard and came 
away shaky-kneed, with a possible 
concussion. After that, Klinzmann 
cruised, trailed by Emde and Mike 
Clarke (Yam). Emde came back out and 
won the 500 GP race; Steve Mallonee, 
on a TZ750, outhorsepowered Emde in 
the Open GP race and then beat his 
heavy handicap to win the Handicap 
pursuit as well.

“The ‘Hom looks like a freeway,” 
complained Kent Morgan as he 
headed for the sign-up table. 

“Oh, yeah? Well, you’ve got to 
ride to the left of the banners,” he was 
told. 

“The left? That’s a cliff!” 

And a cliff is just about what faced 
the 90 riders turning out for today’s 
climb because the Matterhorn had 
become too easy. Absolutely no one 
complained about today’s climb being 
too easy. 3 

In the first round of competition 
only. Bill Correll, on a modified 650 


Triumph, and Ed Shaver, on a modified 
750 Triumph, managed to get over the 
top. The second round saw only Gale 
Grant go over, and no one was more 
surprised than he. He was mounted on a 
stock 360 Yamaha which accomplished 
what none of the “super” bikes had 
been able to do. 


What made this climb so unusual was 
that at about the 400 foot mark the 
trail veered slightly to the left, cutting 
through unclimbed terrain. Little more 
than weed chopping had been done to 
prepare the hill which opened up the 
ground, exposing the moisture that had 
been held by a healthy crop of poison 
oak.

The suspension revolution in motorcycle competition and production 
is over. What was radical two years ago is now a way of life. In previous 
issues, you’ve been exposed to riding tests and analyses of the nitrogen- 
charged Girling from Great Britain, the DeCarbon system Bilstein of 
West Germany, and the bladder/reservoir Marzocchi of Italy. They are 
all fine dampers with at least the Girling and the Marzocchi appearing 
on production racers from Husqvarna, Maico, and KTM. But this test 

is all-American: a riding evaluation of the current models of damper 
from S&W, Boge/Mulholland, Curnutt, Works Performance, and 

Fox Shox. 


BASIC PREMISES 


First of all, they are absolutely so much better in performance than just about 
anything we were accustomed to up until 18 months ago that it is staggering. None of 
them’ faded or broke, all of them fit the motorcycle for which they were requested 
(contrary to our experience with the last shock test some years back), and all of them 
came with some supporting literature or little bags with the necessary bushings and 
spacers to adapt them simply to varying bolt size, bracket dimensions, etc. The bike 
used as a test bed was a current model RM370 Suzuki. There were good reasons for 
the choice. The big bore (and long stroke) RM is the hottest thing on the circuit. It is 
reliable, fast, and has intrinsically good handling manners. It also uses very long 
dampers mounted cantilever to the frame. The negative argument regarding the choice 
is that we determined only which shocks work well on an RM. The two positive 
aspects of the choice are that a cantilever arrangement puts more stress on a shock so 
that you can draw the reasonable conclusion that if it works well in that configuration, 
it will work as well or better in a more vertical set-up. The other extra strength item 
comes from the shock length itself which necessitates a very strong rod, body, eyes, 












bushings, etc. to hold up to the forces trying to make a shock that long flex. We think 
the RM turned out to be an excellent choice. 

We went a little further in trying to eliminate any variable factors that could 
influence the handling of the machine. The attempt was to isolate any positive or 
negative aspects of the bike’s handling down to the particular set of shocks being 
evaluated. This elimination of variables in the Suzuki’s performance turned out to be a 
sub-project of fair-sized dimensions in itself. 

There are some general characteristics in the engineering of the American-built 
shocks. Without being artificial in the comparison, you can arrive at some distinctions 
compared to European-built dampers. 

1) The American shocks employ staged valving in the damping action. Designed 
to control bump damping, rebound damping, and the internal pressures at 
which the stages come into effect vary with manufacturer but the ideas are 
similar, even with the Fox Shock which use a single variable jet to control 
rebound damping. We'll get into the details in the discussion of each damper. 

2) American shocks are big. Everything about them is “more”. They tend to be 
overbuilt and understressed. For example, all of them feature half-inch 
diameter chromed steel shafts which look even bigger than .5 inches round. 
These dampers are solution-oriented pieces of machinery in an overkill way 
rather than, say, the intricacy to achieve performance found in the Italian 
Marzocchi or the precision of closely-held tolerances as in the German 
Bilstein. It almost makes you believe in the myth of national character. As 
usual, in comparisons of this sort, the U.S. models work comparatively grossly 
but just as well — or better — in the final result. 

3) The designer-builders of these American shocks are all genuine mavericks. The 
people behind each of the different shocks considered embody a tale of 
Yankee ingenuity though in reality, they are all Western Americans in terms 
of their product. Knowing the personalities who stand behind their products 
tends to put us in a favorable mood about using them. 
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THE PEOPLE 

At S&W: Tim Witham originally 
interested himself in compression and 
rebound of mechanical things through 
building valve springs for high 
performance four-stroke twins. His 
product is still a near-requirement in the 
750s that tour the Grand National 
circuit. From that came fork springs and 
shock springs and, after he became one 
of the first if not the first American 
independent to start using a shock 
dyno, came S&W shocks. He is now 
allied with C.H. Wheat, a very fast man 
for nearly two decades first on 
four-strokes and then, Maicos. With 
these two, as with the other individuals 
considered, you get the feeling that they 
really know what they’re doing with 
their boingers. They don’t just react to 
fads and fancies; these American shock 
designers start the suspension fads. 


At Fox Shox: Steve Simon did just 
that when he gop the idea of putting 
larger capacity reServoirs and coolers on 
KONI shocks. Then came air forks and, 
air/gas shocks designed to keep on 
working when even KONI Koolers 
faded. They were produced and 
marketed by the Motocross Fox. That’s 
Dr. Geoffrey T. Fox, who used his 
physics background to come up with 
the actual design of the Fox Shox. He 
gives Steve credit for help on that even 
as he justifiably takes some credit for 
inputs on the air fork design. Geoff's 
Ph. D. is from the University of 
Wisconsin; his competition knowledge 
was extracurricular, now it’s a full-time 
application. 

At Curnutt: How to deal with a 
personality as restrained and correct as 
Chuck Curnutt? He knows his 
limitations as a businessman and he also 
knows his radically different successful 
approaches as a practicing engineer. He 
retains a graying crew-cut and an 
evergreen conviction that his way works 
best. With genuine understanding for 
the man and the product that bear his 





name, you can see where he’s coming 
from. He does suspension so simply and, 
for the most part, he makes it work. He 
is not lacking in humor and will 
sometimes acknowledge with a grin that 
when it comes to his shocks “People 
either swear by them or swear at them.” 

At Boge/Mulholland: Oscar Franck 
reflects the finest qualities in the 
growing class of Mexican-born 
techno-aristocrats. He is responsible for 
brining the Boge/Mulholland damper 
into the Interpart marketing group. A 
strong engineering education helped in 
the original design, but he transitions 
with the smoothness of class through 
roles as engineer, marketer, and division 
head. In the U.S., he would probably 
end up at Chase Manhattan Bank — as 
he probably could in Mexico — but that 
doesn’t interest him, High performance 
racing products do. 

At Works Performance: Gil 
Vaillancourt was, not too many years 
back, living and working out of his 
trailer with nothing but an idea on 
building motorcycle suspension and 
trying to make a living at it. As a 
graduate of the Montreal Conservatory 
of Music and a concert violinist, he 
came to the U.S. some 15 years ago to 
study physics (which, surprisingly, has 
direct musical relationship) but the 
language barrier was too much and he 
had to drop out. Gil has since learned 
accent-free English and still enjoys 
music but his most productive harmon- 
ics are now in spring-fluid damping. 

One of the test riders pointed out the 
one thing he liked best about the shocks 
being evaluated: “If you've got a 
problem, you can go talk to the guy and 
get it sorted out. Have your shock built 
any way you need it.” In a time of 
increasing depersonalization on every 
level, there is something to be said for 
that. 


THE HARDWARE 


The most difficult thing to get a handle 
on in this whole enterprise was the 


thinking behind the springing on these 
varied dampers. The springs offered 
ranged from 70 Ib/in to 83/195 split 
springs to 94/138 progressive wind coils. 
Even more perplexing was the fact that, 
within a fairly narrow range of riding 
tolerance, all of them worked pretty 
well. How can that many different 
approaches produce substantially the 
same effect? In no particular order, here 
are the physical descriptions of the five 
types of damper we took a ride on. 


S&W dampers retain the twin tube 
construction with the significant 
difference that the entire volume of the 
inner shock is filled with damping fluid. 
Displacement of fluid by the 
compressed rod is accounted for by a 
small plastic bag filled with inert freon 
gas. As an anti-aereation device, it is 
stone simple. The only possible element 
that could fail is the bag, which could 
split, except that none have since the 
freon is under such low pressure that 
even when the bag is squished nearly 
flat, there isn’t that much stress on the 
sealed seams. The S&W uses three 
poppet valves in the damping piston 
which are little more than small spring 
loaded balls resting in orifices which 
create different fluid flow rates. This 
same general principle, with variations 
as to psi required to overcome the valve 
resistance and how much damping is 
done on compression compared to 
damping on rebound, is used in the 
Works Performance shocks (which, in 


chronological order, seem to have 
originated the idea) and 
Boge/Mulholland. The piston is 


0-ringed, of course, but because of the 
understressed design of the damper, 
even if there is some wear it isn't 
critical. There are five adjustable 
pre-load positions for the springs which 
range from 60 lb/in to 90 88 
depending on rider weight, speed, and 
track conditions. Our test shocks had 70 
and 75 Ib/in springs. S&W shocks with 
springs weigh 4.2 Ibs. each and cost 
$86.50 a pair. They are not adjustable 
except for spring pre-load and are not 
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intended to be rebuildable by the 
owner. C.H. explained that it didn’t 
matter which end of the shock was up. 


At Boge/Mulholland they believe in 
compression damping, as an effort to 
force the rod in quickly will reveal if 
you don’t believe the brochure. They 
retain double tube construction using a 
gas bladder inflated to low pressure 
(similar to the S&W approach) to 
prevent aereation. The tubes are 
completely filled with over 130cc of 
specially formulated Mulholland shock 
fluid. All of the shocks tested had 
capacities of 120cc or better. Something 
around 75cc of fluid used to be 
considered the norm. Mulholland shocks 
have the three-stage relief valves for 
damping both compression and rebound 
stroke. They use a double lip seal on the 
damping piston and stress the fact that 
Boge/Mulholland shocks are designed to 
be custom-tuned by the owner-rider. 
They offer a very complete range of 
parts that affect damping behavior (in 
addition to springs) and are intended to 
be rebuildable, or infinitely alterable. 
Two different springs were offered: 112 
Ib/in straight wind and 8 
progressive. With the 94/138 springs in 
place, they weigh 4.85 lbs. The cost of 
the dampers alone is $89.95. Straight 
wind springs are $22.50 and progressive 
wind springs are $27.50 additional. 
Total minimum for a functional set: 
$112.45. ZA 

The Works Performance dampers 
were the only American shocks tested 
that were all-hydrulic.* They do not 
feature any pressurization or fluid 
displacement compensating device. Gil 
asked that they be mounted with the 
shock body up. There is progressive 
three-stage valving to control damping, 
cooling fins at the end of the shock 
bodies, and 110 Ib/in straight wind 
springs to compress on the bumps. They 
are of twin-tube construction with the 
outer tube die cast aluminum and the 
inner one, steel. Springs and shock 
bodies are Kal-Gard coated to prevent 
corrosion. Works Performance shocks 
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Biggest complaint about Fox Shox was the behavior over small 
bumps at low speed. Rear wheel hung in the air too long. 


are fully rebuildable with parts available 
from the works and any bearing supply 
house. It is essentially a custom shock, 
usually built for a specific individual 
based on the type of bike, type of 
riding, and weight of rider. They are, of 
course, like the previous two available in 


standard lengths for all production 
racers. They weigh 4.4 lbs. and cost 
$114.50 with springs. 

Fox Shox utilize single tube 
construction. The shock body is filled 
with fluid which is then pressurized 
through an external valve to create a 





predictably aereated (or foamed) fluid. 
Damping orifice design then is based on 
the viscosity of this medium and, in this 
respect at least, it is similar to the gas 
Girling. On compression, a free-floating 
wave washer is blown off the face of the 
piston exposing the standard damping 
holes in the piston. Rebound damping, 
however, is controlled through a 
replaceable, varied orifice jet (much like 
a carburetor jet) which meters the rate 
of foamed fluid passage, hence rebound 
speed and smoothness. The jet size can 
be changed by disassembling the shock. 
Fox Shox we tested used a very firm 
No. 78 jet and were surrounded by 
83/195 - split springs. Compression 
damping is intentionally minimal with 
the springs working to absorb bump. 
Fox Shox are rebuildable after 
depressurization through the external 
valve. One of them weighed 4.6 lbs. 
with springs and two of them cost 
$118.95 in the same condition. 


The Curnutt shock remains somewhat 
of a mystery because Chuck Curnutt 
asked us to keep his latest creation that 
way. He would say that they will work 
for any rider regardless of weight which 
is a departure of some kind from his 
long-time practice of customizing every 
set of shocks he sold. The Curnutt is 
still a custom shock which you order 
according to a set of criteria that help 
them build two for you. Visibly, the 
shocks have a mild 60/90 progressive 
spring cviled around them with the tight 
coils occupying very little of the total 
spring length and aluminum cooling fins 
slipped over the exterior of the body, as 
a spacer. We were told they were 
designed to be run with the shock 
bodies up. It is our belief that the new 
Curnutts feature staged valving for 
damping control. They are not air 
pressurized but are internally sprung. If 
we’re wrong, Chuck can laugh knowingly. 
(Later conversations revealed that we. 
were wrong.) If not... well, we didn't 
take 'em apart like we said we wouldn't. 
However, in operation with the spring 
removed the rod tends to slowly return 





into the shock body after being pulled 
out to full extension a few times. This is 
contrary to the gas-pressurized shocks 
wherein the rod tends to slowly return 
to full extension from compression. 
Curnutt’s approaches are usually 
different. 


BOLT-UP OPERATIONS 

(Just like it always says in the ads) 
We're always suspicious of anything that 
is supposed to “bolt right on” and with 
good reason. Too many ‘“bolt-up” 
accessories we’ve had the misfortune to 
be exposed to actually require a 
well-equipped machine shop to install. 
It’s a pleasure to report that all the 
shocks we received for the RM really 
did bolt right on, with the following 
provisions. 

S&W: These dampers have an eye 
composed of a complete metal strap 
circle welded to the shock body and end 
of the rod. Construction was reasonably 
strong. Welds were made all around the 
contact surface of the eyes. The rubber 
supporting the standard size bushing 
distorted rather badly on the S&Ws, 
getting squished nearly metal to metal 
on one side. The eye requires a bushin; 
to size it down to RM bolt size (8mm 
and two washers per eye to space the 
shock correctly in the mounting 
bracket. Necessary bits of hardware are 
included with the shock. It becomes 
apparent that manufacturing dollars 
have been saved by using standardized 
components on the freon bag dampers. 


Fox Shox: The shock eye is heavy 
gauge steel bent into a full circle which 
is welded to the shock body on two 
sides. The rubber bushing in the Fox 
eye seemed to be a harder compound 
and held up better than the S&W. 
Frankly, the welds are just fair to poor. 
Fox Shox come with accompanying 
metal bushings to sleeve down the eye 
to fit. No spacer washers are required 
though they're provided in the 
accompanying package.

uldn’t it be your choice, too? 
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Curnutt: The shock eye is sized 
exactly for the bike it's to be mounted 
on. Unique-two-piece metal covers carry 
the bolt and in turn ride on inner rubber 
mounts. They are press-fitted into the 
outer steel eye with rubber 0-rings. 
Welding of the eye to the shaft and 
shock body was really excellent — 
smooth throughout 360 degrees. 
Curnutts were the best slip-in fit of all 
the shocks, possibly because they were 
the only ones with a true 15.25 inch 
eye-to-eye length as called for in Suzuki 
specs. 

Works Performance: The eye is 
actually cast into the shock body and 
shock shaft cap. It is the best-looking of 
them all and, from what we can tell, the 
integral construction makes it very 
strong. A metal inner bushing sized to 
fit the bike exactly is suspended in a 
clear, soft plastic. There was no 
distortion experienced. Detail 
workmanship was impressive. 

Boge/Mulholland: The shock eye is a 
piece of metal strap bent into a circle 
but not closed. This is welded on two 
sides to the shock body and the cap nut 
at the end of the shaft. The welds on 
the cap nut look puny; those on the 
shock body itself are much 
sturdier-looking. They are roughly 
comparable to the Fox Shox in eye 
construction and mounting 
requirements. Mulholland provides 
nylon bushings to sleeve down standard 
12mm eyes and require one metal 
spacer to fit the Suzuki brackets. Also 
like Fox, Mulholland provides a 
complete little bag of bushings and 
washers. 

Another thing that should be 
mentioned about all the Great American 
Shocks is their visual impact. As “point 
of purchase” sales items, they all seem 
stunningly effective. Wish this test were 
in color so you could appreciate the 
decorative aspects of black and yellow 
S&Ws, black and silver Works 
Performance shocks with bright blue 
springs, International orange 
Mulhollands with bold black “LTG” 
lettering, gray Curnutts with the famous 
bright red springs; and the red, white, 
and blue Fox Shox. If these dampers 
did nothing else for you, they’d make 
your bike look superflash. 

So far, we know a little bit more 
about the construction of the American 
shocks; how much a set with springs will 
cost; how much they weigh (They re all 
within a pound of each other. By 
comparison, the lightest shock we know 
of is a Bilstein at 3.3 lbs. with spring 
while the standard Suzuki Kayaba is 5.9 
bs. with springs.) ranging from the 
Curnutt at 4.1 Ibs. to the Mulholland at 
4.85; how pretty they are; and what is 
required to actualły mount a set on 
your scooter. Before detailing the riding 
test, another statement seems in order. 

Each of the manufacturers can and 
do claim that Fred Frammis, Hotshoe 
Extraordinary tried their shocks and 
now won't use anything else; they're 
totally convinced Brand X is best, etc. 
That is certainly true and, as said 
before, all five examples are good pieces 
of equipment. Only Fred Frammis 
didn't have the chance to ride all five 
types together one after another, or 
possibly compare them to Bilstein, 
Marzocchi, Girling, or Kayaba. I'm not 
sure if that's a disclaimer or a claim of 
test validity. Take it as a statement of 


- fact. 


RIDE OFF INTO THE SUNSET 
(Boing, Boing) 

All shocks were evaluated by an Expert 
and non-expert rider. We attempted to 
take four areas of performance into 
account: corners; small bumps such as 
whoop-de-doos or braking bumps into 
corners; big jumps: flat, uphill, and 
downhill; and overall feel which 
reflected the confidence, precision, or 
speed resulting when that shock was 
mounted. It would be reasonable to 
expect another category of some 
importance: resistance to fade. 
However, except for one puzzling 
condition we'll get into later, all of the 
shocks resisted fade to such an 
acceptable level that rating them was 
pointless because any difference in their 
performance overall was 
indistinguishable. 


After nearly five years as a systems 
analyst, there developed a well-founded 
reservation about using quantitative 
data, like numbers, to describe 
qualitative events, like how something 
feels. We went ahead and used a one to 
five ranking in each category only 
because the selection of a specific 
number forces the tester to justify his 
choice or, as happened in some cases, 
rethink a rating he’d previously 
assigned. All shocks were tested on two 
different course which could be grossly 
categorized as tight and gnarly vs. fast 
and smooth. The latter was 
distinguished by some suitably 
challenging climbs and descents which 
were plenty cobby. 

It may be most honest to reproduce 
the ratings and comments delivered by 
each tester immediately after each test 
ride before communication with the 
other rider (minus profanities, sweat 
stains, and grease smudges), then offer 
some conclusions. arrived at . in 
discussion after showers were taken and 
cold beers opened. The shocks are listed 
in no particular order. 

As a final shot at objectivity and 
resolution of any differences of opinion 
between the skilled and less-skilled 
riders, a third rider (former Expert 
license holder) was invited to participate 
in testing those shocks where there was 
some question about their performance, 
either good or bad. The third set of 
numerical ratings assigned matched the 
other two so closely there was little 
point in printing another set of data 
that was, incidentally, incomplete. 
Opinions of all three riders on the 
shocks tested was consistent enough to 
make us think we actually were 
determining the shocks’ performance 
more than our own riding skills ... or 
lack of them. 

A couple of significant conclusions 
can safely be drawn from the results of 
the Great American Shock Test. Nearly 
three years ago, in the Great Cycle News

Shock Test, we found a number of the 
dampers tested seriously wanting. We 
expressed the hope that the 
manufacturers would respond to the 
challenge of improving rear suspension. 
There was no doubt that all the 
American shock-builders have done a 
very fine job in accepting and meeting 
that challenge. There really wasn't a 
complete loser in the bunch, which 
came as a pleasant surprise. The second 
factor noted was that the price of rear 
suspension has escalated along with the 
performance. In late 1973, accesssory 
dampers cost $35-50 a set. The shocks 
tested this year ran from just under $90 
to $120. This would seem to make it 
even more important that the shock you 
select to be the right one for you. A 
third factor reflected the skyrocketing 
rate of technological change that makes 
this year's hot set-up obsolete by the 
beginning of the next competition 
season. At least two of the 
manufacturers had developed improved 
models of their damper in the month it 
took us_to complete the test. Finally, 
the current crop of American shocks for 
today’s long travel suspensions 
apparently do last. They don’t have to 
be rebuilt between races or junked for a 
new set. In the short term, this means 
you get the performance you paid for 
while you’re racing and in the long run, 
probably see an actual saving in dollars.

FINAL REFLECTIONS 


The Mulholland damper left us 
somewhat confused as to what to say 
about it since it was the only shock that 
seemed to change behavior during the 
course of a ride. Starting off, it 
performed very well then, after a while, 
it would seem to deteriorate and. the 


rear end of the RM would start 
bouncing around. Then, even with a 
conscious attempt by the riders not to 
compensate, the Mulholland would get 
better (presumably when it reached a 
given stable temperature) and normalize 
around some acceptable level of 
handling that still didn’t feel as good as 
those first few laps. All testers liked the 
handling better with the 94/138 
progressive spring.

The Curnutts were one of three sets 
we actually had an opportunity to race 


with, which was outside the bounds of; 


the test itself. Time prevented us from 
competing for a weekend on all of the 
dampers. The impression after racing 
was very favorable. There was no 
changed in behavior from second lap to 
last. They are greatly improved over the 
Curnutt shocks of even a year ago and 
may well suit a wider spectrum of 
riders. There was better feel in the 
comers even as the rear end bounced 
around more at lower speeds in 
whoop-de-doos. The only shared 
reservation about Curnutt shocks is the 
feeling that you don't know where the 
rear end is all the time or exactly what 
it will do next. It turns out not to do 
anything bad but there is a slight fault 
in positive feedback. You can, however, 
sit down over bumps on Curnutts that 
would absolutely require a rider to be 
on the pegs with other shocks. 


All riders agreed that they liked the 
all-around ride on the Works 
Performance shocks best. The rear 
wheel stayed on the ground and, on 
bumpy uphills, provded that extra 
degree of traction that allowed 
everybody to take it a gear higher. 
There was no detectable compromise 
between big bump damping and small 
bump damping. All three riders felt that 
a softer spring or, perhaps, a progressive 
spring would improve their feel even 
more. (A 110 Ib/in spring was fitted for 
the test.) One factory very much in 
favor of the WP shocks was the feeling 
of confidence they gave the rider at all 
speeds. One tester summed up his 
feelings about Works Performance 
shocks: “When you don’t feel anything 
is when they’re right. You don’t feel 
anything.” 

Fox Shox worked incredibly well 
landing from big jumps or in other usage 
that forced the heavy spring and very 
firm rebound damping jet into action. 
Over smaller bumps and accelerating out 
of corners at speeds achieved on an RM 
in second and third gear they were 
frankly disappointing. What we think 
may be happening is that the rebound 
damping jet isn't as effective at 
pressures developed by small bumps 
while the very stiff 185 [b/in' spring in 
the split spring set-up makes the rear 
end hop more than it would with a 
single milder rated spring in a constant 
wind. One immediate rebuttal is that we 
weren’t pros and weren’t riding them 
hard enough but you should remember 
that everybody who races motocross has 
to decelerate to near zero speed to make 
some hairpin corners and that top speed 
in second and third gears is the same for 
everybody during acceleration out of 
corners. Damping needs to be more 
progressive. 


Some riders might find S&W freon 


bag shocks too harsh. We found them’ 


very positive in feel with any firmness in 
damping compensated for by the soft 
ride on light 70 or 75 Ib/in S&W springs. 
The relatively very low spring rate seems 
to work, as we could never really 
bottom them over the jumps. Rebound 
control was good from the standpoint 
of knowing exactly when to get on the 
throttle and keep the RM driving 
straight ahead. Cornering control still 
seemed to be the strong point of S&Ws. 
This. was_another set of shocks we raced 
on with no apparent fade but they 
seemed to be more fatiguing than the 
Curnutts and slightly less than the Fox 
Shox under race conditions, allowing 
for approximately the same physical 
shape of rider, including hours of sleep 
before the race, etc. Certainly, at 
$86.50, they have price going for them 
in the current market. 

A couple of years ago, we could 
easily point out areas for improvement 
in rear suspension units and accurately 
predict the trend. With this current 
batch, it was much more difficult to do 
even with increased performance 
demands on the shocks and a 
heightened sense in all motocrossers of 
what makes for good suspension. 
Actually, the current step to nine inches 
of fade-resistant suspension travel was 
one we could see coming but that 
approach has just about reached its 
physical and structural limits. The 
suspension questions remaining still beg 
a real answer. Where do we go from 
here? ©

MAMMOTH LAKES, CAL., MAY 2 
The weather in the Sierras is 
always unpredictable, so putting 
on a motorcycle race in early 
spring is sometimes. risky. In 
Mammoth ‘Lakes last week, a 
warm breezy day was the setting 
for the ,third annual Mammoth 
Grand Prix. \Riders, spectators, 
weather and organization came together 
as the shotgun went off at Shady Rest 
Park to start the race. 

The Mammoth Grand Prix is a 200 
mile race which consists of ten 20-mile 
laps. The course is laid out on logging 
roads which twist through pines and 
sagebrush with a 2000 ft. difference in 
elevation at various points. The dirt is 
powdery pumice which will take 
virtually no water when dry underneath 
so the race is held as soon as snow melt 
permits. Even so, a loader was used to 
cut through the snow banks at higher 
elevations, while water trucks worked 
on the lower portions of the course. 


In the Expert class, Chris Carter on a 


Yamaha 400 jumped out to an early 
lead with Larry Roeseler on a Husky 





250 coming up in the second lap into 


second place. Dave Lapraick on a 
Can-Am 250 and Bruce Jones on a KTM 
250 fought it out for third and fourth 
place, until the fifth lap when things 
began to change. Roeseler began moving 
up on Carter, cutting his one-minute 
lead. Roeseler, being the desert hand that 
he is, never let up, catching Carter on 
the sixth lap. 


Lapraick was forced out of 
contention on the fifth lap with a flat 
and Richard Buttner on a Husky 400 
came up to take on the fight with Bruce 
Jones for third place. Buttner passed 
him in the sixth lap and stayed. Fifth 
place was a surprise, Wes Norton on a 
Yamaha 125! On a course averaging 50 
mph with at least five miles of 
straightaway: 


Robert Haynes on a Yamaha 400 ran 
a steady race in the Junior class, taking 
over first place on the second lap and 
keeping it. Bob Gribben on a Yamaha 
400 and James Davenport on a Yamaha 
250 jockeyed back and forth for six laps 
until Gribben was forced out in the 
seventh with ignition problems.

The trophy presentation was spiced 
up with contingency prizes donated by 
AMGO Products and there were no 
disgruntled riders complaining that they 
should have had a trophy. 

The Mammoth GP was almost 
stopped this year by the local Forest 
Service which has jurisdiction over the 
forest in which it is run. They refused 
the permit for this year's race with no 
concrete reasons for the denial. After 
receiving letters and phone calls of 
protest from local and out-of-town 
businesses and residents, they were 
forced to reconsider. This year’s victory 
does not mean the war is won. Next 
year’s race is still in jeopardy. Letters in 
support of the Grand Prix are 
desperately needed.
